Japs Choose Bunny 
For New Year Stamp 


A little Japanese girl with a 
pet white rabbit is shown in the 
design of the New Years stamp 
ksued by Japan on January 1, 
$951. It has a value of 2 yen 
énd a rose carmine color—print- 
is is in photogravure.

Choice of the bunny as_ the 
subject matter of the New Year's 
stamp design is because 1951, 
which is the 26th year of Showa, 
falls under the Year of the Rab- 
bit. A traditional Japanese cus- 
tom divided the years, days and 
hours as all belonging to one 
of the signs of the zodiac whose 
order running from the Rat to 
to the Boar includes the Rabbit 
in the fourth place. 

Designer was Saburo Watanabe. 

Post office size panes contain 
80 stamps, 10 x 8; total print- 
ing was ten million. 

This same stamp design will 
be used in a souvenir sheet to 
be given winners of ninth prizes 
in the annual national lottery. 
Layout of the sheet will have 
an inscription, “The 26th Year of 
Showa/New Year's Present/ 
Postage Stamp” on the right 
side of the top row, plus two of 
the stamps. The second row will 
consist of three of the stamps. 

Distribution of the prize sheets 
to the winners will begin on 
February 1 at the post offices.

At the time of his appearance 
on Licking Creek, he was 
ycars old.

Even in coldest weather, he 
preferred to go barefoot, though 


sometimes he would make him- 
self a rude pair of sandals for 
a long journey; at other times he 
would wear any cast-offs he 
could find—mayhap a boot on 
one foot and an old brogan or 
mocassin on the other. 

In the matter of headgear his 
taste was equally unique. For 
some reason known to him alone, 
he would never wear anything 
on his head which had been 
worn by somebody else. At first 
he wore the tin vessel in which 
he cooked his musk thus killing 


two birds with one stone. But 
the kettle was no protection to 
his eyes from the sunlight, so 
after much variation, he finally 
finished a hat of pasteboard, 
with an elongated peak, which 
became standard with him 


through the years. 


PROCUREMENT AND 
PROCEDURE 

Johnny gathered his apple 
seeds from the cider presses of 
western Pennsylvania, The ca- 
noe-voyage of 1806 seems to 
have been the the only occasion 
when he adopted the water 
route of transportation; all his 
subsequent journeys seem. to 
have been mace on foot. Secure- 
ly packed, the seeds were con- 
veyed, sometimes on the back of 
a horse, and not infrequently on 
his own shoulders. 

Ordinary sacks made of fabric 
would not long endure the hard 
usage of long trips through for- 
ests dense with underbrush and 
briers, so Johnny made for him- 
self a number of leathern bags. 
He often found himself in a veri- 
table wilderness, the hill coun- 
try crowned with trees, and in 
the coverts numerous bears, 
volves, deer, and droves of wild 
hogs that were as ferocious as 
any beast of prey. But all seem- 
ed to understand that Johnny

Suggestions 


To entreat the public to pre- 
vent forest fires and to shop 
early for Christmas is not en- 
tirely wasted. But more impor- 
tant slogan cancellations would 
be ones that urged the public to 
observe traffic safety. In fact I 
have never seen a postal cancel- 
lation that stressed safe driving; 
and the number of persons killed 
and injured, together with the 
property loss by auto accidents 
every twenty-four hours in this 
supposedly civilized country is 
simply appalling. 

A dozen eye-catching slogans 
for cancellations could easily be 
devised. Here are three differeat 
ones that readily came to me. 
For instance, “MOST SERIOUS 
AUTO ACCIDENTS R"=SULT 
FROM SPEEDING”, and “DRIVE 
WITH CARE AND COURTESY”. 
I prefer this third one that is 





illustrated because it has a pic- 
torial subject. It’s a warning hand | 


‘ith the three line, three word | 
slogan. WATCH/TRAFFIC/ 


SAFETY”.

The warning hand is not orig- 
inal with me. It was copied 
from the subject of an Argen- 
tina stamp, issued J ly 22, 1948, 
to publicize “TRAFFIC SAFETY 
DAY”. The _ pictorial theme 
might seem to be crude. It is not, 
in fact, as it represents a sign 
in the shape of a warning hand 
that is placed at dangerous street 
intersections and at dangerous 
curves on highways down there 
as a warning to motorists to 
slow down, 


Should Not Serve 
As Cancellations 


If the Post Office Department 
really desires these publicity 
themes to be readable and thus 
heeded, it should follow the ex- 
ample set by the >ostal meter 
companies and place the sub- 
ject to the left of the town 
postmark and not on the stamp. 
In this position it would not 
need to be boxe:. and pictorial 
objects could be used in connec- 
tion to attract rttention. 


The themes as an adjunct to 
private meter imprints are not 
always company advertisements. 
I have a cover of an insurance 
agency. To the left of the town 
postmark is a traffic safety sub- 
ject. Obviously it was copied 
from a street sig nearby a 
school. It is framed and reads: 
“DANGER / CHILDREN /DRIVE 
AS/IF THEY/WERE YOUR 
OWN.” Many of the private 12- 
ter imprints during World War 
II were accompanied by a pa- 
triotice theme. A metered Union 
Pacific Railroad cover of 1944 
has a picture of the head of U_.- 
cle Sam with a warning finger 
on his lips and the caution “- 
Sh /Don’t Discuss/Troop Move- 
ments/Ship Sailings/War Equip- 
ment”.

aaa price so that a really good collection of 
GEO. W. LINN them can be made for a sum not to exceed 
ten dollars. If you get that far along, you 
po then be able to keep abreast of new issues without much extra 
cost.

New M.0. System 
Begins On July 1 


Additional information about 
the discontinuance of Postal 
Note Stamps a news item about 
which appeared in the Decem- 
ber 25 edition of this paper has 
been supplied by Percy C. Da- 
venport, Bloomfield, N. J. 

Mr. Davenport expresses the 
opinion that not only will the 
postal note stamps go out of ex- 
istence on June 30 this year, 
but the notes themselves will 
be discontinued in their present 
form. He cites the Post Office 
Department’s current plans on 
the matter from a recent official 
bulletin. It reads: 

“A plan to modernize and 
streamline the postal money or- 
der system in line with the lat- 
est mechanical business techni- 
ques was announced (October 2, 
1950) by Postmaster General Don- 
aldson. The new system will be- 
come effective July 1, 1951. 

“The basis of this is a mon- 
ey order form printed on a tab- 
ulated card prepunched to de- 
signate a regional post office and 
serial number. It will supersede 
both the present Money Order 
and Postal Notes. 

“They will not be drawn on 
any particular office but may be 
cashed at any post office within 
one year and will be cleared 
through the Federal Reserve 
System and chanelled for ac- 
counting purposes to twelve re- 
gional postal areas which will 
conform generally with the Fed- 
eral Reserve Districts.” 

A number of the employees 
in the Money Order and Postal 
Note sections of local post offi- 
ces have received a copy of a 
booklet entitled, “Punch Card 
Money Order System”. It ex- 
plains the system to go into ef- 
fect at the mid-year and makes 
it possible for them to learn 
about it prior to its becoming 
effective.

Well, the Susies are no long- 
er stirring nostalgic thoughts of 
Formosa among former visitors 
abroad; for their place has been 
taken on the stamps of all de- 
nominations that come my way 
by an old-fashioned Chinese 
mandarin, with his identifica- 
tion in such microscopic Chi- 
nese type underneath (and then 
giving a name unfamiliar in the 
Occident), that he is unlikely 
to mean anything to Formosa’s 
foreign friends. But he will mean 
a lot to more than six million 
native Taiwanese, for this is an 
alleged likeness of their nation- 
al hero and of a swashbuckler 
who was once very unfavorably 
known to all European adven- 
turers in Far Eastern waters. 
Formosa crops up in the news 
every other day, and may be of 
still greater interest anon; so 
the significance vf this appeal 
to his memory on a stamp may 
be worthy of understanding. And 
it is highly significant at this 
juncture, because this worthy 
fought the Manchu invasion of 
China’ from the north, in defense 
of the Ming dynasty. He re- 
treated to Formosa to lick his 
wounds and make a fresh start. 
If he is looking down on the 
present scene, he must naturally 
be a patron of r.sistance to the 
current conquest of China from 
the north by a new wave of 
alien invaders. Tnat is what he 
means on the stamp. 

But who is he? To the Portu- 
guese he was known as Kox- 
inga, and that name stays with 
him in most Occidental histories 
of China and of early traffic 
with the East. Koxinga is not a 
name but a title, now all but 
forgotten in China. The Chinese 
equivalent of Kuo Hsing Yeh 
(the Portuguese X being sh, as 
in Xtanadu or Shang Tu), which 
literally means National Sur- 
name Grandfather. This in turn 
means, I believe, that the Em- 
peror had bestowed upon him 
the right to use his family name 
—a great distinction, but not 
a very rare one. To the Portu- 
guese and then to the Dutch he 
was known as a hardy and ruth- 
less pirate, very much in the 
way of trade with the Far East. 
To the Dutch he was later 
known as the savage outlaw 
who broke up their colony on 
Formosa and drove them out 
forever. To the Taiwan people 
he is most favorably known’ for 
this feat. His mame was Cheng 
Ch’eng-kung, and that is what 
appears on the stamp. 

Koxinga had a father who did 
not turn out to be a credit to 
him. Cheng Chih-lung, the fath- 
er, was a native of the small 
city of Nanan in Fukien pro- 
vince, across the channel from 
Formosa. As a young man he 
went to Japan on a trading ven- 
ture and stayed long enough to 
acquire a Japanese wife and 
have a baby son. This was the ori- 
gin of Cheng Ch’eng-kung. Many 
years later, Cheng Chih-lung, 
the father, was, an official in 
charge of the defense of the 
Yangtze where the Grand Canal 
crosses it at Chinkiang. The last 
reigning Ming Emperor was 
dead, the Manchus had taken 
Peking and had extinguished his 
family. Several collateral heirs 
were in refuge south of the river, 
where various generals, loyal to 
the Ming, were trying to get 
forces together to recover the 
north. It was most important to 
them that the river be held. But 
when a Manchu army, moving 
down the canal, approached 
Chinkiang, papa Cheng distin- 
guished himself by abandoning 
his position with all his forces 
and leaving the Yangtze eross- 
ing, and thence Nanking, wide 
open to the alien conquerors. 

That was in 1645. Cheng Chih- 
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lung fled to his native Fukien, 
picking up one of the Ming heirs 
on the way; and, in 1646, pro- 
claimed him Emperor at what 
seemed a safe distance from the 
Manchus, who were busy push- 
ing other loyal generals and 
other Ming heirs. But the con- 
querors turned his way, and the 
next we hear of him he had gone 
over to the Manchus in the be- 
lief that they would give him 
high office in Peking. They took 
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him to Peking all right, but 
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site Formo@a. The next year he 
made himself a nuisance all 
along the Chekiang coast. This 
was his range for several years. 
But, in 1659, when the Manchus 
had concentrated on chasing one 
of the last of the Ming heirs 
through Yunnan into Burma, 
Koxinga sailed up the Yangtze 
with a great fleet and threaten- 
ed to take Nanking. The Gover-

nor offered to surrender, but 
sent north a call for help and 
contrived to dicker long enough 
over the surrender terms for a 
Manchu army to come to the 
rescue. Koxinga’s own camp was 
taken by surprise and part of 
his fleet was burned. With what 
he had left the  pirate-patriot 
withdrew down river and into 
the ppen sea. 

Ming heirs were getting scarce, 
and loyal generals with any fol- 
lowing were getting scarcer on 
the mainland; so Koxinga de- 
cided to establish himself on 
Formosa, rebuild his strength 
and await a more favorable op- 
portunity for a comeback on the 
mainland. One thing wrong with 
this plan was that the Dutch 
were in the way. With the bless- 
ing of the Japanese, who en- 
joyed piratical right on For- 
mosa during the decline of Chi- 
na’s Ming Dynasty, but had 
shirked the task of assuming 
military control, the Dutch had 
settled at Tainan about 1626, 
and by 1634 had built themselves 
a stronghold there, Kasteel Ze- 
landia, which they thought gave 
them secure mastery of the is- 
land. Upon this Knoxingadescend- 
ed with his fleet in 1660. He 
landed 25,000 men, herded the 
Dutch into their “kasteel,” and 
invested it for two years, dur- 
ing which 1,600 Dutch defenders 
were killed. There are diverse 
accounts of how the end came 
in 1662, but it coes not matter 
much now whether Koxinga fin- 
ally stormed and took the place 
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or whether there was a negoti- 
ated surrender, under the terms 
of which the Dutch were per- 
mitted to sail away to Sunda. 
But the important point to the 
Formosans is that they did not 
return. 

In that same year Koxinga 
died. His son declared himself 
King of Formosa and demanded 
that the Manchus, then firmly 
established, give him the same 
recognition that they did the 
King of Korea. They refused. 
Like his esteemed father, he 
then entered upon a long career

It was operated from 
surpluses earned in other de- 
partments of the post office. 


Continued operation for foreign 
collectors will be maintained as 
propaganda to gain the good 
will of persons outside the na- 
tion. 

The foreign philatelic press, 
as well as a numbe~ of accred- 
ited clubs and persons will con- 
tinue to receive the press no- 
tices of the new issues t. be 
released. 


John M. Smith Suffers 
Fatal Heart Attack 


John M. Smith, 62, who for 
more than 25 years was superin- 
tendent of the Postage Stamp 
Printing Division of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing died 
of a heart attack Wednesday, 
D-.cember 27 at Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida where he was on vaca- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith, who had retired in 
1949, had been with the Bureau 
for 42 years. His first job was 
as a skilled helper. From that h® 
merited succeeding advancements 
to foremanship of the examin- 
ing division in 1923, and later to 
the position he held at the time 
of his retirement. 

He had been associated with 
SPA, APS, the National Phila- 
telic Society, the. Washington 
Philatelic Society, the Collectors 





Club of Washington, the Col- 
lectors Club of New York and 
the American Philatelic Con- 


gress. 

While he never had a private 
collection of stamps of his own, 
te nevertheless prepared a gov- 
ernment stamp display, and one 
given by the Bureau to the late 
President Roosevelt. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Dora Platt Smith, 1417 Newton 
£t., N. W.,. Washington, D. C.

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in hand” and barrelled in an 
airmail, special delivery to the 
effect that “we wuz robb-d”. He 
referred of course to the fact 
that the California Centennial of 
Statehood stamp just missed be- 
ing the worst designed of the 
1950 commems by just a few 
votes. 

He must have been pretty 
“hot” when he wrote for he in- 
sinuated that the voting was 
stacked against the California 
stamp, and that anyone who 
didn’t think it was the best look- 
ing item issued in quite a num- 
ber of years was an artistic mor- 
on. 
I am sure that the voters call- 
ed them as they saw them— 
and at no time did I note any 
evidence that any individuals or 
group of individuals were try- 
ing to influence the voting. 
Even in the stamp club results 
the opinions did,not fall into 
any patterns, that is for instance, 
that all the Indiana clubs voted 
for the Indiana stamp, regard- 
less. 

As an example of voting just 
about as divorced from local and 
national prejudices as oye I 
offer you the results of the Cer- 
cle “Emile Vloors”, Borgerhout/ 
Anvers, Belgium. Voting in this 
stamp ‘club of male adults was 
conducted by Marcel Poisson- 
Massart of Antwerp. Fourteen 
members chose the Bankers 
stamp as best, Boy Scouts sec- 
ond, and the Executive and Leg- 
islative tied for third. 

Now for the point I am try- 
ins to make. In reporting the 
votes, Mr. Poisson-Massart wrote, 
....The ‘Worst Design’ seems 
to have been the only one to 
have obtained the unanimity.” 
And what was this stamp selected 
worst, unanimously? Shucks kids, 
the answer's easy. The Californ- 
ia, of course! 

It is interesting too, that these 
folks across the Atlantic, more

There were a lot of stampless 
covers in that load of loot as 
well as oodles of them with un- 
usual, attractive and interesting 
cancellations and postmarks of 
the 1855-1890 era. Several of the 
covers were the kind you dream 
about, spotless and with valu- 
able stamps. 


So ever since ‘iat day when 
I see people anywhere with a 
U-Drive-It truck in their drive- 
way in the process of moving, I 
always hang around to- see if 
they have any of *ie old fash- 
ioned beer cases with the lock- 
ing wooden tid: among their 
junk! So far I haven’t had any 
luck, but if I do spot one of 
those tre.sure chests, I am go- 
ing to have to figure out a way 
real quick to get the man on 
the truc}: to drop it so that the 
lid will fly open. 

On the other hard, maybe I 
better hadn’t, I’m liable to wind

Colony plans to issue a set of 
stamps this month consisting of 
24 denominations, each of which 
will picture a different bird said 
to be native to that country. 
All will appear in their natural 
colors with the assurance that a 
good job will be done since the 
printing is in the hands of the 
famed Swiss firm of Courvoiser 
of La Chaux du Fonds, 

The face value of the set, 
which_ will run from 5c to 50 
AnJolars, has an equivalent val- 
ue in United States money of 
approximately $9.50. 

BULGA ARIA—A_ recently is- 
sued sport set pictured runners 
on the 4 leva green, bicycle rac- 
ers on the 91 brown, shot put- 
ter on the 201 blue and volley 
ball players on the 401 violet. 

CHILE—The man who is re- 
garded as a hero in most of 
South and Central America will 
be honored with a set of stamps 
on the centenary of his death. 
This is General San Martin who 
to date has been given philatelic 
recognition by several of the na- 
tions south of the border. 

CHINA—A set of four stamps 
has now been completed to mark 
the lst anniversary of the Re- 
public. These stamps have orig- 
inated on the communist held 
mainland with the design fea- 
turing a reproduction of the Re- 
public’s flag.

Nothing to 
date has been revealed when 
such stamps can be expected. 

IRAN—On December 12, a set 
of six commems ws issued to 
commemorate the liberation of 
the Province of Azerbaijan from 
communist control. Semipostal 
in nature, funds derived from the 
surtax were devoted to the fam- 
ilies of the officers and soldiers| p 
who died in the struggle. 

Of the 100,000 complete sets 
issued, 40,000 went on sale in the 
capital city, Teheran, while the 
balance went to other post of- 
fices. Sales to individuals were 
limited

nafs sepia, a map of the coun- 
try and a portrait of the Shah; 
50d; plus 25d brown, the monu- 
ment erected to honor the fallen;

Whether this was an em- 
ergency measure has not been 
determined inasmuch as new 
supplies of the perforate stamps 
came rather quickly.

JOHNNY APPLESEED 
(Continued from page 1) 


was a friend. 

In ‘the grasses venomous rep- 
tiles and black rattlesnakes lurk- 
ed in great numbers, but Johnny 
would shoulder his pack and 
with bare feet, penetrate to some 
remote spot of fertile soil and 
plant more seeds. 

He had an uncanny and unfail- 
ing memory as to where he had 
planted -his seeds. Year after 
year he would plod over the 
same ground, to check on his 
precious seedlings of other years. 
Sometimes there wasn’t a trace 
left of his efforts; in others, the 
seeas had taken root and emerg- 
ed from the soil.” Some plantings 
had been partially destroyed by 
the elements or marauding wild 
animals. 

But in general, Johnny con- 
tinued to find nice returns for 
his efforts, and when the young 
trees were large enough to 
transplant, he would set them 
out over « larger territory, and 
when such extra ground was not 
immediately available, he would 
sell them, perhaps, to a near- 
by settler, or make him a present 
of one or a dozen trees, upon 
promise that they would be 
carefully tended. 

Johnny’s enthusiasm for the 
cultivation of apple trees in “the 
only proper way“—that is, from 
the seed—was the all absorbing 
object of his life. He denounced 
as absolute wickedness all de- 
vices of pruning and grafting, 
and believed that “only God can 
make a tree,” as exemplified by 





Joyce -tilmer’s poem a century 
later, He would denounce the 
act of cutting a tree as if it 


were a cruelty inflicted on a 
living being. 
HIS ENDLES: WANDERINGS 

Johnny was perpetually wand- 
ering through forests and moras- 
ses, only to appear suddenly in 
white settlements or Indian vil- 
lages. But there must have been 
some rare force of gentle good- 
ness dwelling in his looks and 
breathing in his words, for, not- 
withstanding his ridiculous at- 
tire, he was always treated with 
the greatest respect by the rud- 
est frontiersman. 

The Indians also treated John- 
ny with kindness and respect. 
He was regarded by them as a 
“great white medicine man” on 
account of his strange appear- 
ance, eccentric actions, and espe- 
cially for the fortitude with 
which he could endure pain, in 
proof of which he would often 
insert needles and pins in his 
flesh. 

Even during the War of 1812, 
he continued his wanderings. 
Large bands of Indians and Brit- 
ish were destroying everything 
before them, murdering defense- 
less women and children. At 
such times, Johunr sometimes 
traveled day and night to warn 
his friends of the approaching 
danger, often refused food and 
denying himself a moment’s rest 
until the alarm was spread. -

parcel of land in Mohican Town- 
ship, Ashland County, Ohio— 
but with his indifference to mat- 
ters of value, Johnny failed to 
record the deed and conveyance, 
and later lost the property. 

His diet was of the simplest, 
and as meagre as his clothing. 
He believed it tc be a sin to 
kill any creature for food, in- 
sisting that all that was required 
for human sustenance could be 
produced from thc soil. 

HIS FAITHS AND BEI.IEFS 

Johnny was a deeply religious 
man. He entertained a profound 
reverence for the revelations of 
a Swedish prophet named Swed- 
enborg, and always carried some 
of his writings with him, for dis- 
tribution among the white set- 
tlers. 

He was a most earnest disciple 
of the faith, and hir self claim:d 
to have frequen: conversations 
with angels and spirits; two of 
the latter, of feminine gender, 
he said, had revealed to him that 
they were to be his wives in 
some future state, if he abstained 
from marriage on earth. So 
Johnny remained a bachelor. 

His conception of the absolute 
sin was inflicting pain or death 
on any living thing, and was 
not limited to man and higher 
forms of animal life, but includ- 
ed everything that had being 
and therefore was tc him, equal- 
ly endowed with the Divine Es- 
sence. 

On one occasion, a cool au- 
tumnal ight, Johnny had built 
a fire near the place where he 
intended to sleep; but noticing 
that the flames attracted 2. large 
swarm of mosquitos who fell in- 
to the fire, he promptly quench- 
ed the same, stating: “God for- 
bid that I should build a fire 
for my comfort which should 
become the means of destroying 


any of His creatures.” Johnny 
slept cold. 
On another occa ‘on, seeking 


a suitable place for planting, on 
a small prairie, he was bitten 
by a rattlesnake. In describing 
the event later, he said: ‘Poor 
fellow, he only touched me, 
when I, in the heat of my ungod- 
ly passion, put my scythe on 
him, After dressing my wound 
I went back, and there lay the 
poor fellow, dead.” 

Coinciding with these beliefs, 
Johnny gradually developed his 
second great amvition—the care 
and protection of animals from 
abuse and suffering. Each au- 
tumn he would make diligent 
search for decrepit, lame and 
broken- down horses, and, gath-) 
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ering them up, he would bar- 
gain for their food and shelter 
until the next spring, when he 
would lead then. away to some 
good pasture for the summer, 

Johnny’s life, so full self- 
impos: | perils and_ hardships, 
was nevertheless a happy one, 
There is an element of pride in 
all martyrdom which softens the 
pains and stimulates the powers 
of endurancs, and Johnny was 
serenely happy ia the thought 
that he was living like the primi 
tive Christians of old, 


EVER WESTWARD, HO! 


In 1831, some 30 years after 
his first appearance on Licking 
Creek, Johnny noticed that civ- 
ilization, wealth an. population 
were steadily pressing and pene- 
trating his beloved wilderness in 


‘Ohio. So once again, he turned 


his face farther toward the west. 
During the succeeding years, he 
pursued his eccentric avocation 
across the western border of 
Ohio and on into Indiana. 

In the summer of 1847, when 
his labors had literally borne 
fruit over a hundred thousand 
square miles of territory, he 
came to rest, at the close of a hot 
day, in Allen County, Indiana, 
and was, as always, warmly wel- 
comed by the settler and his 
family. He declined to eat with 
them, but accepted some bread 
and a bowl of milk of which he 
partook, sitting on the doorstep 
and gazing at the setting sun, 

Later in the evening, he de- 
livered his “news, right fresh 
from Heaven,” by reading the 
Beatitudes. In the morning they 
found him dead. At 72 years of 
age, 46 of which he had devoted 
to his inissions on earth, John- 
ny Appleseed had ripened into 
death as naturally and as beau- 
tifully as the seeds of his own 
sowing. Thus passed one of the 
memorable men of our pioneer 
times into Eternity—a man who 
never knowingly inflicted pain, 
or knew an enemy.
